2. An essential part of this program is the training of present GRCROOND 
assets by the. GRARB case officers, starting first with the M/T operators and 
proceeding thereafter to the organizers. Mhile efforts will continue to be 
made on a regular basis to give practical refresher training to the W/T 
operators, the training envisioned at this point is a formalized though flexible 
training program in basic security and trade craft. An overall program and 
schedule, designed to be flexible, is being drawn up and Headquarters will be 
informed as soon as this program has been formalized. In line with the problem 
of implementing such a program/^ ^recalls certain training outlines and 
materials used during the periocT he served with KUROAR in/ . * \ Upon his

Training emphasis will initially be upon personal security, problems 
of compartmentation and clandestine communications. The PM aspects of 
training will, with perhaps one or two exceptions, be postponed until basic 
training in trade craft has been given to the W/T operators and organizers.

B. Evacuation: ORARB will draw up a paper on GfiCROCND evauuation

(3) which agents were informed that they would probably be 
evacuated and how much or what committments were made to them. 


C. Training to be undertaken in the following order of priority* 

(1) W/T operators. The W/T operator's training to include 
regular refresher training in W/T and what we shall call basic 
training. 

(2) Second priority, print ipal Organizers, The training for 
the p nln cj ? pRl Organizers will be basic training consisting of secur- 
ity elements, of clandestine communications, contacting, clandestine 
organizations, etc. A training program and schedule including 
materials for this will be drawn up for implementation. Basie and 
non-sensitive training will serve as a reason for contacting the 
agents and for future asefigAment upon which up-td-da|» headquartere 
clearances will be followed by detailed, more sensitive training. 

ORARB will provide for Vienna aid Head- 
quarters on separate sheets or cards an up-to-date summary of all routine 
special and/or emergency communications arrangements with GRCECGMj agents 
including methods of contacting, visual and oral recognition signals, 
safety signals, time and place of contact, etc.
